nen die inzigten hebben tegen den keizer, of te- 
beu eenige der borgen die door het volk aange- 
homen, terstond na dat dezelven door de armee 
te [guata afgekondigd zyn. 


Welke van deze gebeiligde ontwerpen kan

The general replied to the first demand 
by exhsbiting the receipt of commandant Vit- 
amit, fer 4000 end odd dollers, for the surren- 
der of 2CO muskets, 8 qaintals of powder, and 
the two armed sehooners Sally and Persere- 
rance, as slso the brig of war Campeador, 
‘l'a tbe second demand general Morales an 
swered, that he knew how to treet bis priso- 
nere, end ss vur informent states, he koows 
they were treated with the greatest humanity, 
and that all persons who wished had Írue ac- 
Gers to them. Fo cha request he did aol scceed, 
aad the officer immediately left Meracaybu,

THE KINGS VISIT TO SCOTLAND, 


Edinburgh, Aug. 17.— Hie majesty has es- 
pressed the greatest satisfaction at his reception 
yesterday, on hie lending, and the appearance 
of this city and its inhabitants. Hie mujesty 
was much delighted with the view of Leith — 
la bis progress from the point at which be first 
eeoght a full view of the multitudes that had 
as-embled to greet him on his arrival, he war 
constaotly making observations on the clean end 
orderly appesranee of his Scottish subjects — 
“There seems,” said he, ** not to be a rag in all 
Edinburgh. 1 always considered the Scots to 
be « proud people, and | have now found that 
they have goud resson to be proud. Ì sees 
toond me se netion who in their dress and de- 
pertment are all ladies and gentlemen. 


THE LEVEE.— His msjesty arrived in town 
frem Dalkeith early this morning in his travel. 
ting chariot end four horses, accompanied by tbe 
merquis of Conynghern end the earl of Winchit 
tea, ond aligbied at Holyrood Hoose, at « quer 
ter pest ten o'clock, preparstory to the ievee 
which was this dey opened at twelve o’ciock.— 
Theequipsges were nomereus and splendid, and 
tbe uboie di:pley carried with it soch an air 
of imposing gtendeur as perhaps bes Bever be 
fore been witnessed in Scotland upon « similar 
occasion. All the mobility and superior rank 
which Scetiand cen hoast attended in a style of 
varied elegance and ferhien, from the embroi- 
dered coet to the tertan habit. Crowds of ne 
valend military officers came in splendid uni- 
forms, and meuy of them decorated with orders. 
Physicians, lawyers, and elergymen, poured in, 
et the heels of provests, bailies, deacons, and 
deans af guild, white numerous country +qurres 
found themselves for tbe first time of their lives 
in coart hebiliments, sud stratted en towards 
the presence chamber. The last publie recep 
tion at Holyrood Hoase was by prince Charler 
Stuart in 1745, when the principal inhebitents 
were caled upon to pay their assessments to 
ensble that adventarer to atteek the thrune of 
his present majesty’s grandfather, The very 
tertaas that now decorste the chief ains who are 
doing homage to the king, were at that time 
worn by persons who were chivelrously engaged 
in promoting the interests of the unfortunste 
man whose succes: must have involved the rain 
of the house of Brunswick. The day wes favour- 
bie the ceremony went off well, and the people 
seemed opog tbe whole to be very mach deligh- | 
ed, 


THE ILLUMINATION Even this wee 
bigh!y characteristic of the Spirit of Caledonia, 
it was the most generel and the mest splendid 
that we eter witnessed. Esoepting at tbe pub 
lie buildings, the houses of official persons, the 
epartmeots of clobe and soeieties, and the houses 
of a few private indieiduals, the abode of peer 
and burgher were illuminsted in the same style, 
and with the same brillienee. Netives and visi- 
tors, two hundred thoosand of every rank, age, 
and ses, tbronged the streets to soch a degree, 
that it was difficult in many of them to geta

The gentlemen were mostiy in mie 
litary dresses ; but the ladies tooked to great ad- 
vantage : they are in generel teller than the la- 
dies of England, and their rich plumes of os 
‘rich fearhers were ezhibited with superior ef- 
fect. The dresses were most'y white salin, 
statefaliy ornamented with e profusion of lama. 
[here were about 3.000 personoges et court.— 
The king arrived at baif past two o’cloak in hie 
‘ravelling cheriot, drewa by six horses from 
Dalkeith. His mejesty wore a foll fieid roar- 
sbal’e wniform. The ladies who were present- 
ed, ezceeded 800 ;and the number of gentlemen 
C&GNot be estimatedat less thao 1000. Hie ma. 
Jenty conversed femiliarly wich several of the je- 
dies, and saluted them allin turn. Not less 
than one thoasend of them, including dames and 
Yeung damsels, came in labiel contact with his 
Mujesty. The presentaltons closed et twenty 
Minotes before four o'clock, when his majesty 
departed for Dalkeith, bighly gratified, as we ere 
informed, with the di-play of Scottish beaaty. 
On Sunday his msjesty heers divine service in 
tbe High Church. 


GRAND PROCESSION FROM HOLY. 
ROOD TO THECASTLE —Keriy this morn- 
ing (Aug. 23 ) the preparations commenced,— 
Äll the incorperated trades in the city, af every 
order and description. sssembled at their ordi. 
Dafy place of meeting, arreyed in their distinc- 
tive badges. Scaffoldinge were erected for the 
lord provo:t end magistrates opporite to the 
Royal Exchange ; ard to the left of them wera 
eiso balconies for the College of Justice, the 
Senatus Academicus, and the clergymen of the 
city. On the top of the Royal Exchange, « po 
sitton was destined for the peeressen— there was 
« most brilliant collection of beauty, heightened 
by all the charis of elegant habiliment. It 
woeld be needless, howeser, to dwell on the ne- 
tore or propriety of the srrangemente. They 
were the resolts of sound sense, and admirsbty 
calcolsted for preserving decorum amang the 
myrieds who were drawn together, and et the 
some time efforded his mejesty a fall diepley of 
his people. The number of the crowd eennot be 
estimated even by round nombers. In the long 
line from Holyrood to the Castie-hi:l, about « 
mile in length, not one window was empty. In 
uddition to crowded windows, balcopies were 
erected &gainst the houses in every place where 
tbis could be done with safety and adrantuge— 
these t00 were crammed. But even these re- 
ceptacles, which might be supposed to contain 
ample space, and verge enough for every spee- 
tator, were not sufficient ;and recourse wee had 
to house-tops, the steeples of churches, ke. To 
such giddy heights mary females had the teme- 
rity tosscend His majesty arrived in this tra- 
velling Carriage at a quarter after two o’clook, 
end in & short time got inte the carrisge in 
which be was te make his progress. ‘The king 
was dressed in u full marshal’s uniform, and 
looked remarkably well, His majesty wae at- 
tended in hie carriuge during the procession, by 
earl Cathcart and the dake of Argyle, which 
latter bore his bston of offiee, as hereditary 
master of the hoosehold. Immediate orders 
were (hen issued, notwithstanding the wetness 
of the day, for the procession to set oet. The 
militery bende struck op “* God save the King ;’’ 
the troops seluted, and expresses were despatch. 
ed fram Holyrood to the Castle, to annoanee 
that his majesty was in the act of leaving the 
pelsce.

Oa arriving at the cestie bie majasty alighted 
on a platform, covered with crimson cloth, and 
weiked into the castle, where he got into au- 
other c&rriage, which had been sent forward tn 
prevent the passing over the drawbridge. af- 
ter passing the inner berrier on foot, his majes- 
ty drove up to the half maon battery, where « 
spacious platform had been erccted, and cover- 
ed with vearlet cloth, on which his mejesty e- 
lighted. ‘The state carriege then approached, 
and tbe lord provost, uncovered, along with the 
megietrates, rose from their seats end made a 
low obeisance to bis mejesty, who looked out of 
the carriage and bowed twice in the bandsomest 
roanoer. 'Torning towards tt: other side, he 
recognised the beauty cf Seotland in (he same 





to mention with what fervent and loud accls- 
mations this gracious token of regard was re- 
ceived ; beadkerchiefs, shawls, searfs, perasols, 
waved in the air above the female throng ; and 
hets, ambrellas, and every thing portabie, ac- 
Companied by astoending hurzes, marked the 
epplaose of the other ser.

Al 
though his msjesty cou'd mot observe the beau- 
sifal regulerity ef the streets, from the gloomi- 
ness of the day, yet he saw through the dim dis- 
tance the bold features end grand oatliae ef the 
surrounding scene, which is of vast magnifi- 
cence, end one of the finest spectacles nature 
und art combined every presented te the eye of 
wonderendedmiration. After descending fcom 
the platform, his mejesty returned to his cer- 
Tiage and drove te the lieutensat governor’: 
house, where a colletion had been prepared 
His majesty presently aftorwards got into his 
carriage, aod returned with the procession in 
the same arrsy, through Bank-street, Over the 
earthen Mound, along Prince’s-street, Water- 
Joo-place, and the Celton, to Holyrood House.

Sir Welter Scott acted as 
There were 
also present at the roysl table—'fhe eert of Mo- 
reton, lord Metviile, the Lord President, Lord 
Jastice Clerk, admiral Sir Jeha Beresferd, Sir 
‘Thomes Bradford, commernder of the forces; 
the merguis of Graham, lord Cathcart, the mar- 
quis of 'I'weeddale, the Lord Adcocete, the 
duke of Dorset, the marguis of Winchester, and 
ierd Glealvon. While so many of hie distio- 
guished subjects were feasting ìn hin presenee, 
his mejesty partook very sparing!y of the viands 
laid before him, end entered occasiouslly into 
eonversetion with the Lord Provost and the 
earl of Errol, At « quarter before 7 o'clock 
the compavy cemmenced dinner, and tbis en- 
joyment of corporate hospitality tested antil 
near 8 o'clock. As soon as the cloth was re 
moved, non nobis domine, wes performed in en 
impressive manaer by Mr. Megrath (who di 
teeted the vocal arrangements), Mr. Swift, Mr. 
Liees, and several amateurs, who lent their as- 
tistance on thie occasion. At a querter past 
eight o’cloek « gentleman, attended by two pa- 
Bes, (tho son and nepbew ef Sir Walter Scett,) 
and kneeling, presented his majesty witb a sil 
ver ewer and besin, in which the king dipped 
his fingers and bowed. ‘Phbe Lord Prosost then 
rose to propose the health of his majesty, which 
he prefaced io these words" My lords and 
gentlemen, [ have the honour of proposing the 
health of bis msjesty, who has this dey done vs 
the high hovour of hie presence, and, together 
with his most gracious visit to our country, there- 
by conferred a signal mark of distinetion on his 
good towe of Edinburgh, which will never—ne 
ter be oblitersted from the memory of the pre- 
tent generation” 'fhistoast wasreceived with 
 simultaneeus burst of cheers. The king rose 
«mid the applause with a eounSenance expres- 
sive ef deep emotion. His majesty’s attitude 
toramanded immediate silence. ** Iam,’ said 
the king, “quite unable to express my sense of 
the gratitude which 1 owe to the people of this 
country ; but [ beg to essore them, thst [ shall 
eter remember, as one of the proudest moments 
of my life, the day 1 came among them, and the 
Eratifying reception which they gave me. [ re- 
tarn you, my Lierd Provost, my lords, and gen. 
tlemmen, my warmest thanks for your attention 
this day ;and [ can assure you with truth, with 
earnestness, end sincerity, thet [ shall never for- 
get yoor dutiful sttention to me upon my visit 
te Scotland, aud particularly the pleasore 1 
from dising in yoor hell this day. 
am highly satisfied with your attentions ; and 
without farther ceremony drink to all your good 
healths.”” Loud greetings hailed his majesty’e 
speech, end the bend played up “* God save the 
King,’ which was afterwards sung by the vocal 
gentlemen present. The healths of the dukes 
of Verk sed Clarence, and the army and navy, 
followed, and were loudiy cheered. His ma- 
jesty again rose, and his attitude equally com- 
manded silence, while he addressed the compa- 
ny as follows :-—* [ take this opportunity, my 
lords and gentlemen, of proposieg the health ef 
the Lord Provoet, Sir William Arbuthnot, Sa 
ronel, and the cerzoratien of Ediabergh”— 
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Upon his majesty naming the L 





ord Provost by 
the title of baronet, that officer dropped on his 
knees, and kissed the king’s hand, which was 
held out to him at the moment. This grovinos 
menner of giving additional raak to the chef 
officer of the corporation was also loudiy ap- 
planded by the company, and his majesty re. 
peatedly bowed in scknowledgment. ‘The hing 
soon after rose and said, ** 1 have one more 
toast to give, in which f trust you will join me, 
and it is— Health to the chiefteins and clans, 
and God Almighty bless the Land of Cakes. — 
Drink this three times three genilemen.” His 
majest,’8 tommand was abryed with enthu- 
siasm ; bat to tha regret of the company, the 
king immediately departed at ten minutes past 
nine o'clock, His mejesty was loudly cheesed 
as be withdrew, and artended to his carriage by 
the Lord Provost, and the principal ofdeers of 
state. The chief magistrata soon returned, at- 
tended by the chief noblemen ; his majesty’'s seat 
ander tbe canopy was removed, and the Lord 
Provost took the chair, amid the applause ef the 
meeting. Hislordship presided for the remain- 
der of the evening, end various other toasts and 
sentiments were drank with enthasiasm Ata 
late hour tie company broke up, after heving 
enjoyed, to the fuil extent, the festivitics of the 
night. 

CALEDONIAN HUNT'S BALL, last 
oight (Aug. 25.) the ball, given by the mentberg 
of the Celedonion Klumt in honour of his uajes- 
ty, took plaee at the Assembly-rooms in (ieerge 
street. The internal arrangements and de zor 
ations were almost precisely the same as at the 
peers’ ball. The long list of fesbiomables, teo, 
who attended, ingladed, with few emception:, sli 
those wo were present on the former oecesion. 
His mejesty came in from Dalkeith in his tra- 
velling cerriage, escorted by a guard of cavalry, 
and entered the ballroom st haif-past nine 0'- 
cloek, preceded by the committee of the hant 
and the great officers of bis household, As be 
passed tbroogh the long line of distinguished 
personeges that hed formed to the right and lefe 
of the duar, he bowed rapested!y, and «ddress- 
ed a few Words to particular individuels whom 
he reeagnised. There was in his manner an air 
of kindoers end condexceosion aepparentiy un- 
feigned, though it might have been on!y the re- 
vult of that high degree of polished gracefulness 
which his mejrsty can so readily assome, when 
he thinks proper. After“ God save the King” 
wes pleyed, numerous groups were at once seen 
on “the light fantastic toe,” and hie majesty 
egein Witnessed, with obrieus enjoyraent, the 
merry evolations of the Scotch reel. Paaciog 
was kept Op with some partial inter missions der- 
ing tbe hoor anda helf chat hìs rasjesty remein- 
ed, His majesty retired about eleven o’cloek. 
and as tbe royal cerrivgs drove off load cheers 
were heard ail along the streets, 

THE THEATRE — Last night (Aug 27.) the 
king hopoared the theatre with his presence, 
The king arrived at tho theatre a few minuten 
after eight o'cloek, and was condueted to hia 
boz by Mr. Marray, che maneger. ‘The loadest 
acc!amstions bailed the king’s errisai. The 
company rose, and the gentlemen prood with 
their heads uneovered, ercept Glengsrry, the 
Highland Chieftain, who did not remcre his 
bonnet, until tbe ery (particulerly from the gel- 
lacy) was deafening. Fle then eompiied witk 
the popaler Wish. It appears, however, that 
Giengarry Was &8 anxious asany otber person 
to pay homege to the king; but assumer (or is 
entitled to) some old “clan” right of weering 
bis bonnet as * King of the Isles” As these 
clans heve been abolished by act cf parliament, 
their representatives are perhaps more jealous 
of antiquated and ebsurd rights. His mnjesty. 
who was dressed in a military uniform, was ac. 
compenied by the dokes of Montrote, Argyle. 
and Dorset, tbe merguis of Winchester, earls 
Catlicert and Errol, lords Glenlvon and Wil 
liem Beptiock, &nd several of his majesty'e 
eqgerries and household. The orchestra and 
the whote of the performers immediately straek 
up the sathem of God save the king, (which was 
also repested at the end of the performance). 
His mejesty seemed to pay great attention to 
the performance, parts of which he repeatedly 
eppleuded, and particularly Mr. H. Siddons, in 
the ebarecter Of Diana Pérnon, and also tha 
songs of Mr. Hackel. The king luughed heer- 
tily at some of the peealiarities ef Bail/ie Ni- 
chol Jarvic (Mr, Mackay.) When the Baillie 
advises caplcin Thornton not to pat too much 
trast in bis highlanders, and seys, (Lat “though 
they may gic ane anither a stab wi’ a dirk, or s 
slash wi’ n Claymore, they're aye sure to join, in 
the lang run. @68inst @’ them wha hae purses in 
their pockets aud breeks on their Ainder ends.” 
Hie msjesty leaghed immoderately at this cha- 
cacter of the higblanders, who hed during bis 
royal visit pressed around his msjesty with so 
much devotien. The praises of the duke of Ar- 
gyle by the Baillie were also caught by the au- 
dience, and applied with great zeal to the des- 
cendant of Maccallummore, the present duke, 
who attended his inajesty.
